Both Explorers Repeat State- 
ment in Regard to Pole 
Discovery 



"A supper,- — al! that there is of the best, for say, a party 
of twenty. Do all you can in fifteen minutes. You can 
give us those little green oysters and plenty of then:.

NEW YORK. Sept. 21.— "I have 
come from the Pole. I have brought, 
my story and my data with me. 1 
have not come home to enter Into ar- 
guments with one man or with fifty 
men but 1 am here to present a clear 
record o£ a clean piece of work, over 
which I have a right to display a cer- 
tain amount of pride. 

"I am perfectly willing to abide by 
the final verdict on this record of 
competent judges. That must be the 
last word, and that alone can satisfy 
me and the public. Furthermore, not 
lonly will my report be before you in 
black and white, but I will also bring 
to America human witnesses to prove 
that 1 have been to the pole." 

Such is the sum and substance of 
the first message Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook brought home In person today, 
answering his critics the world over, 
under seas and over land. It trav- 
eled forth as fast as electricity could 
carry It to where another, Robert K. 
Peary, homewnrdbound from the pole, 
was pacing the deck with his band 
to his eyes for a sight of his wife 
and children. 

Dr. Cook's wife and children went 
out on a tug to meet him at quaran-j 
tine. From the tug: they were trans- 
fered to the excursion steamer Grand 
Republic and brought to land. As ho 
stepped ashore it was noticeable that 
no representative of the nation, tho 
state or the city was there, to greet 
him. Burde Coler, president of the 
borough of Brooklyn, had welcomed 
him on the Grand Republic for that 
borough, but the city, of New York 
sent no official representative. But 
sincere and enthusiastic to the point 
of tumultuousness, the welcome may 
be best described as a neighborly af- 
fair, devoid of official significance. 

Brooklyn's reception of Dr. Cook had 
all the elements of a. riot except viol- 
ence. From the moment the Grand Re- 
public warped up to her landing and 
the explorer, Hanked by militiamen and 
police, fought his way into an automo- 
bile, until lie left the Businvlck club 
tonight for the Waldorf Astoria in New 
York, the surging crowds taxed the 
capacity of the police and more than 
once got out of control. 

Along the live miles of avenues 
through which the explorer passed, the 
mounted police were continually flail- 
ing a way for Dr. Cook's automouile, 
when they were not stemming tin; 
massed thousands who seemed to have 
only one object, to break loose and 
embrace Dr. Cook. As the Grand Re- 
public steamed up to her dock, the 
whistle of every craft was tied dev.::, 
and a din that drowned oat the brass 
bands had a run of full the minutes. 
The crowd was hustled off the ship 
and Dr. Cook, surrounded by eight 
militiamen from the Forty -seventh 
regiment, came up the gangway. The 
police threw a cordon around the par- 
ty and pushed them through to the 
automobile in which .Mrs. Cook and 
the children were waiting.

Cook would grant the reporters just 
three minutes.

The 
commander replying expressed his ap- 
preciation of the welcome extended him. 
Eleven times, lie said, he had sailed 
from Sydney for the North, once lie had 
returned with "furthest, north" and now 
lie camebuck with the pole itself. Three 
cheers for Commander Feary were 
given with a will. Peary proposed 
three cheers for Captain Bartlolt and 
the crew of' the Roosevelt, and the 
crowd roared Its approval. Bnrtlott 
called upon to speak, said that after 
eight years with Peary it gave him 
great pleasure to say two things, lirst 
that in following Peary he had followed 
a splendid man, and second, that Penry 
had reached the north pole. 

At the conclusion of the hand-shaking 
and greetings. Commander Peary re- 
tired la Ids room. 

Commander Robert E. Peary will ac- 
cept no invitation to receptions and no 
public honors until the question of the 
discovery of the North Pole has been 
decided by scientific authorities. This 
he made known tonight in the following 
ftatement, which he gave out for pub- 
lication: "Acting upon the advice of 
General Thomas H. Hubbard and Her- 
bert D. Bridgman, president and secre- 
tary, respectively, of the Peary Arctic 
cluo, I wish to express my thanks to 
Irierids for their kind offers and invi- 
tations and also beg io say that I have 
decided not to accept any invitations 
to receptions or any ovations until the 
controversy is settled "jy competent au- 
thorities."

MOBILE. Sept. 21.— Central last 
night in Mississippi, and sweeping 
north at the rate of 200 miles a day, 
the hurricane which devastated the 
gulf coast and which left a trail of 
wreck and ruin through four states, 
continued on Its course with unabated 
fury.

Their pas- 
sengers were rescued. Property dam- 
age In Mobile and vicinity will not be 
large. While many houses have been 
unroofed, no loss of life has been re- 
ported. The tracks of most of the 
railroads to New Orleans from here 
are under several feet of water. 
Deaths Reported 

GALVESTON, Texas, Sept. 21.— Re- 
ports of a number of deaths in the 
hurricane on the Louisiana coast 
reached here today. High waves were 
reported to he washing Into a number 
of exposed coast settlements. There 
was no -wire communication between 
here and New Orleans. The Texas 
coast escaped the storm. 

Havoc at Jackson 

JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 21.— Two 
persons were killed by falling walls 
hist night as the result of the storm 
which swept over portions of Missis- 
sippi yesterday. The east dome of the 
capitol building was crushed In and a 
number of upper rooms flooded. Hun- 
dreds of buildings were unroofed. 
More Dead. 

NEW ORLEANS, LA., Sept 21.— It 
is reported thnt nearly every planta- 
tion between New Orleans and Baton 
Rouge suffered damage from the storm. 
It Is believed that the damage to the 
sugar crop will amount to a million 
dollars. News reached here tonight 
that 106 barges with coal went down 
In the Mississippi river, near Dobell, 
La., last night In the storm. The car- 
goes were valued at $500,000. Seven 
additional deaths In Loulslanu as a re- 
sult of yesterday's hurricane were re- 
ported last night.

Under 
the terms of the grant the harnessing 
of the waters of the Lillooet will be 
commenced at no distant date, and 
us tiie power plant will be only 23 
miies from Vancouver It is declared 
thnt it will not, be long before some 
sections of Industrial Vancouver will 
be drawing power from this source. 



ROCHESTER Minn., Sept. 21.— Gov- 
ernor John A. Johnson died here this 
morning at 3:25, after a long struggle 
with Illness. 

Governor Johnson was in a lethargic 
state during the greater part of the 
night, but occasionally was aroused, 
especially aftei coughing, and would 
then murmur a few words to Mrs. 
Johnson. At times he seemed to wish 
that 'he end might come, for on one 
occasion lie said: "My. the time drags 
slowly; 1 am so uncomfortable." 

The governor lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness at 1 o'clock. Toward the 
end he revived, and raised himself 
several times to pat his wife on the 
cheek. His lust words were: "Well, 
Nora, I guess I'm going. We have 
made a brave light." 

When the governor had breathed his 
last, Mrs. Johnson, who had been in 
almost hourly attendance at her hus- 
band's bedside, and who had borne up 
bravely under the ordeal, totally col- 
lapsed and was taken to the Sullivan 
home. 

John A. Johnson was the lirst na- 
tive Mlnnesotan to be chosen governor 
of that state, and of that distinction 
he was prouder than of any other fea- 
ture of his career. 

Governor Johnson was born near 
St. Peter's. Minn., -IS years ago, of 
Swedish parents. I lis lirst venture in 
politics resulted in defeat for state 
senator in 1894, just after be had mar- 
ried Miss Eleanor M. Preston, a teach- 
er. In 1S9S lie was again nominated 
by the Democrats for the senate and 
was elected. In 1904 be was nomi- 
nated for governor by the Democratic 
state convention and was elected. Two 
years later he was re-elected over- 
whelmingly. When it was proposed to 
nominate him for a third time the. 
governor declared he would not lie a 
candidate, but be was unanimously 
nominated and re-elected by a big 
m njorlty. 

It has been decided to send Gover- 
nor Johnson's body to St. Paul on a 
special train this aft. -moon. A detail 
of militia will meet the cortege at the 
station here and escort II to tin- state 
capitol, where the body will lie in 
state all day tomorrow. Funeral ser- 
vices Will be held on Thursday after- 
noon lii the Presbyterian church at 
St. Peter's. Governor Johnson's body 
will be burled beside that of his 
mother 

ST. PAUL. Minn.. Sept. 21. — Adolph 
O. Eberhart was sworn in as governor 
of the state -if Minnesota today In- 
Chief Justice Start, of the supreme 
court. According to the constitution 
tiie lieutenant governor becomes gov- 
ernor Immediately following the death 
of a governor. Adolph O. Eberhart 
was born in Sweden 38 years ago, but 
came to Minnesota in 1881. lie lirst 
studied for the ministry, but after- 
wards took up the study of law and 
soon built up a large practice. For 
manj years Mr. Eberhart lias been 
interested In politics and had worked 
hard for the success of the Republican 
party. In 1 no ^ and 1905 he was elect- 
ed to the stale senate. In 1900 he 
■,\as elected lieutenant governor, and 
was returned in 190S. Mr. ICberhart's 
name was originally Olson. Because 
in Mankato, where lie formerly lived, 
there were half a dozen or' more 
Adolph Olsons, tie- future state official 
when he was married obtained from 
tho court permission to lake the name 
of his wife.

S p.m.— Horse show opens. 



Yesterday was farmers' day at the 
big show being held under the auspices 
of the B. C. Agricultural association 
at the exhibition grounds. Today will 
be American day, and tomorrow will 
be given over to Victorians— it will bo 
citizen's day, and Mayor Hall has de- 
clared a public holiday. The public 
schools will be closed, and also on brl- 
dav, authority for the holiday being 
given yesterday by the Superintendent 
of Education. 

There were many attractions yester- 
dav. There were the ponies, the racers 
both with harness and without, and 
the running horses attracted many to 
the track, the grand stand being well 
filled. In the women's building a high- 
class concert, arranged by Mrs. Lewis 
Hall, attracted many to the conceit 
room on the upper Moor of that struc- 
ture. The dirigible airship did not 
soar, as anticipated, Boreas having 
interfered, sending more wind than the 
aeronaut cared to combat with his 
fifteen horse power motor, which drives 
or rather pulls the big gas bag through 
the air. The exhibits, the rows of 
pedigreed cattle, horses, and sheep, 
ranged In the long line of stalls, the 
red-cheeked apples and mellow pears, 
big pumpkins and other farm produce, 
the produce of manufacturers and 
wares of storekeepers tastefully ar- 
ranged in booth after booth in 'the main 
building, machinery hall, and Other 
buildings, tiie art works and women's 
w ork, school work, and many other ex- 
hibits, all attracted their admiring 
I quota. 

Tiie weather was cooler than was 
I anticipated, but notwithstanding tho 
handicap of the weather a large number 
j >f people passed through the turnstiles, 
I and the outlook is that a great throng 
I will visit tin- exhibition today, while a 
bumper crowd is looked for tomorrow, 
I when Victoria is to make holiday for 
I the exhibition. 

Judging was continued yesterday 
I morning. The cattle and horses were 
1 paraded in front of the grandstand and 
| put through their paces before the 
I judges, who looked over each animal 
| critic .or, before handing out the blue 
and red cards. The judges are enthu- 
1 siastie regarding the quality of the ex- 
hibits shown. Little was done on the 
opening day, tin- work being delayed 
owing t" the late arrival of tho ex- 
hibits from the lower mainland. 
The School Exhibit, 
j Among the interesting exhibits in 
' the women's building is that of the 
'■ public schools of Victoria, giving, as it 
does, a striking insight into the art 
, work done by tin- pupils, from the 
i primary lo senior grades. Not t he 
i least Important of the features of this 
exhibit is that of the manual training 
: classes. The exhibit, like the other 
i school work, was not prepared for the 
exhibition, being part of the regular 
\ school work. The manual training ex- 
hibits, mostly in wood, show how 
| wood and tools are used In the de- 
i velopment of the boy; the education is 
I to develop the faculties of the child 
j rather than to produce articles. In the 
earlier stages of the training eard- 
i board is used, and then wood, and 
1 when the full course is taken — tile Vic- 
: torla schools have not yet adopted the 
full course— metal work is done. First 
the drawing is made. The drawings 
; on exhibition show how the develop- 
! ment proceeds. Tho pupil is taught 
| drawing, both plain and solid geometry, 
: tin- drawing being plan and elevation 
| and working .sectional drawings of the 
| object to be made. With the drawing 
complete, the wood is taken, and here- 
| in the pupil is taught, that the quality 
, of the work is tin- great requisite. Tho 
| worl; is line graded, the easier tasks 
j being given at first, and the work 
I graduated so that the interest of the 
I pupil is maintained throughout. The 
j majority of the articles on exhibition 
are for household use, handy ihings 
which would be of use to any house- 
keeper. The pupils of the manual 
training experts, .Messrs. F. Wadding- 
ton and S. Blnns, are given only one 
lesson a week, of from two to two and 
a half hours' duration. 

The work shown by tho city schools 
Is mostly of the art studies, and In- 
cludes everything from the elementary 
color studies of the primary classes to 
designing and still life of tho senior

Hon. F. J. Pulton, Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands, returned last evening 
from the Mainland, where he lias been 
Tor the last fortnight, presiding over 
the sittings of the Timber and fores- 
try Commission at interior points. A. 
i s. Goodeve, M . f„ has gonu to his 
■ home in Rossland and to fulfil some 
business engagements, and A. C. 
Elumerfelt proceeded east to Alberta 
to look alter sume of Ids interests 
there. The commission will resume in 
New Westminster on .Monday morn- 
ing next, and will complete the taking 
of evidence in Vancouver. 

It has been a very strenuous two 
weeks for the commissioners, both In 
the hearing of witnesses and travel- 
ling. Sittings were held In Kamloops, 
Vernon. Revelstoke, Nelson, Cran- 
brook, Eernle and Grand Corks, and 
there was little spare time at any of 
these points. At all of thein, especi- 
al i 'ra n brook, many more wit- 
nesses could have been heard If the 
commission had been able to remain. 
It would, however, have been but cor- 
roborative of the evldc 
one line or another, 
material has been ml 

In the interior, largely owing to the 
smaller stand ut timber and more re- 
stricted markets, the lumbermen have 
many different problems from those 
which confront their fellows on the 
coast. In addition, the agricultural 
interests demand the protection of the 
forests In order that Irrigation may 
be maintained. The representations 
made go to prove what a big question 
the commissioners have to deal with. 
There was a great deal of evidence 
put In at all the points visited, tho 
sessions lasting as much as seven 
hours a day sometimes, and all of this 
was followed most carefully by the 
three members. In view of the differ- 
ence In conditions Inland, heavy de- 
mands were made on the attention of 
the commissioners, as the statements 
made naturally conflicted with thoso 
made tit the coast — apparently. There 
was also some slight variations in the 
views of Individual lumbermen just as 
on the coast, although In the main 
there was the same request for per- 
petuity of tenure ami fixity of license 

In travelling through the boundary 
country the commissioners saw on 
everv ' hand the terrible ravages 
wrought by forest fires, and are fully 
impressed with the absolute necessity 
of keeping (ire out of the growing 
timber. While It Is impossible even 
to guess at what lines their general 
recommendations will follow, there Is 
no doubt that the commissioners will 
suggest some very effective and 
thorough system of patrolling the for- 
ests during the dry season of the year.

Dr. William Cohnstaedt, one of the 
foremost newspapermen In the Ger- 
man Empire, editor-in-chief or the 
great German daily, Frankfurter Zci- 
tung, which occupies in that Empire 
a position similar to that held by 
the London 'times in Great Britain, is 
a visitor in the city, a guest at the 
Empress. 

Dr. Cohnstaedt left Germany In 
March last on a visit to the United 
.States, with a view to looking into the 
tariff revision which was then under 
consideration, lie spent lour months 
at Washington, I >. 1 '.. studying the 
tariff on behalf of bis paper, in reply 
to a query he said that he had reached 
the conclusion that the latest tariff 
revision In the United States aimed 
more at protection than ever before, 
even allowing the concessions made at 
the request of President Taft. The 
changes were arranged lor before the 
intervention of President Taft, but 
such an arrangement was withheld 
from the public with a view to Jet- 
ting down easily the revisionists. 

'J'lic doctor st;ite,l that the tariff 
as revised ill the United States was 
not aimed at Great Britain and Ger- 
many, but at France The new tariff 
would mean in France a higher rate

Cohnstaedt said, appreciated in Ger- 
many, as the cause of It could not lie 
understood because Germany had not 
changed her naval programme since 
UiOO, and not one more battleship had 
been built since then than was then 
provided for. In 1906 the German 
government built some cruisers, which 
were approved of by tile Reichstag, 
but for which the estimate was pro- 
vided io the original naval 
plans of 11)00. In addition to the 
building of these cruisers in 1906, the 
government in 1907 changed the plans 
of several of the battleships, and de- 
cided that the life of a ship .should in 
future be twenty years Instead of 
twenty-five, as provided for prior to 
this amendment to the law. This ac- 
tion by the government only meant, 
the doctor said, that the German ships 
should be placed on the same basis as 
the battleships of Great Britain, the 
United States, or other large naval 
powers, in so far as the commissioned 
life of the war vessel was concerned. 

In consequence of this move it was 
found that a number of vessels then 
in commission In the German navy 
were obsolete, and would have to be 
replaced, consequently orders were 
given to build new vessels to replace 
the old boats taken off the actual 
fighting strength of the navy. 

This was all, Dr. Cohnstaedt declar- 
ed, there was In what a part of the 
British people described as the abnor- 
mal growth of the German ileet. 
Germany Not Antagonistic 
The doctor, commenting on what ho 
described as the alleged German an- 
tagonism to Great, Britain, said that 
neither the German people nor the 
German press were antagonistic to 
Great Britain, and he could sec no 
basis for the belief that war was im- 
minent between the two countries. 
The only danger of such excitement 
as recently occurred in London was 
that something might happen along 
the line of the. Dogger affair, when 
Russia's naval vessels lired mi Mull 
fishing boats. Such a condition would 
stir up a hitler feeling, and irrespon- 
slbles might force the countries into 
war. Only by some such unfortunate 
accident. Dr. Cohnstaedt said, was 
war possible between the two empires, 
and he could not at present see no 
political reasons which would justify 
the countries going to war.

CONGO ATROCITIES 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle's Book Likely 
to Open Eyes of World- to 
Their Enormity 



LONDON, Sept I.U.— Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle has left England for Gib- 
raltar. In departing he gave forth a 
long interview declaring his views of 
the Congo atrocities, ills book on the 
crimes in the Congo will be Issued 
simultaneously in Europe and- America 
within the next, ten days. Sir Conan 
wrote It without the Idea of prollt, and 
his royalties will be expended entirely 
In distributing free copies, so that, peo- 



ple in all othern parts of the world 
may he brought to realize what fright- 
ful conditions exist. 

It is the general belief that Doyle's 
book will force the powers to some 
action for the uprooting of the evil. 

Sir Conan declares that not a pro- 
mise of reform lias been kept, and that, 
the crimes against the Congo blacks 
continue absolutely unabated. 

Many reports and documents are In- 
corporated In the book to prove Doyle's 
charges that civilization has never he- 
fore condoned a situation of greater 
cruelty and horror.

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AN HONOR TO BOTH. 

After two years' experience, during 
which there has been no difficulty or 
disagreement of any kind whatever, 
the contract between the Western Fuel 
company and its employees has been 
renewed by a unanimous vote of the 
miners lor another term of two years. 
This is a very satisfacioi-j piece of 
news, and it shows that coal mining 
can bo carried on without friction be- 
tween employees and employed, when 
good sense and reasonable judgment 
is employed on botli sides. 

As a matter of fact, there is singu- 
larly little trouble in connection with 
our island coal mines. In other parts 
of the continent very serious complica- 
tions are continually arising, hut on 
this Island as a rule, things move 
along with quiet smoothness. Such a 
state of things is an honor both to the 
operators and the miners. 

AS ANOTHER SEES US 

Professor John Marshall, of Queen's 
University, Toronto, is entitled to his 
opinions, although whether they are 
worth anything or not is also a mat- 
ter of opinion, lie has been to Vic- 
toria and lias been writing things 
about our city and its people. Barring 
our Parliament Buildings, the [impress 
and the Post Office — the latter only 
by courtesy — he says we have no fino 
buildings, and that all the houses we 
have anyway are "about one or two 
corners." We are never averse to 
criticism, but venture to suggest that 
a few structures such as the Bank of 
Montreal, the Merchants' Bank. Pither 
& Lelser's warehouse, YVeiler's, Spen- 
cer's, Prior & v.'o.'s, Wilson Bros., the 
Transfer Company's stable, and others 
that could be named, are outside of the 
class of "low two and three storey 
structures," while the Driard. the Do- 
minion, the Dallas and the Oak Bay 
will compare very favorably with 
hotels in more pretentious cities. The 
Metropolitan Methodist church has tew 
superiors in Canada; St. Andrew's 
Cathedral and St. Andrew's Presbyter- 
ian church are far from being in- 
significant structures. Among private 
residences the number of tine buildings 
is very numerous for a city of lU.uoo 
people. Prof. Marshall was not quite 
blind; he was only unobservant, for 
he says: "The beauty of Victoria lies 
in its unparalleled series of sea beaches 
and sea views; the long arm of the sea, 
with Its reversible wuterfall at the 
gorge, that runs Inland for several 
miles and divides the city into two 
parts; the Beacon Hill Park on the 
sea shore, and the Gorge Park at the 
other side of the city." 

We think we know what was the 
matter with the Professor. He failed to 
get a square meal, and perhaps the 
reason was that he was too economical 
in his ideas. Else why should In- say: 
"Victoria is, during the movement of 
tourists, one damned lunch counter." 
Where could the Professor have been 
fed during his visit? This one expres- 
sion completely gives him away. He 
probably tried to sit the town "be- 
tween boats," and spent most of his 
time looking for a two-bit dinner. 



portatlon. Tha by-products of dairy 
farming are ninny, and among them 
are beef cattle.

A PROPOSED CELEBRATION. 

The Canadian Peece and Arbitra- 
tion Society, of which Sir William 
Muloch is president, has taken pre- 
liminary steps towards enlisting gov- 
ernment assistance In celebrating in 
an appropriate way the conclusion of 
a century of peace between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States. In live 
years the century will be completed, 
and wo think it pretty safe to assume 
that between the present date and 1914 
nothing is likely to arise that will dis- 
turb the friendly relations between the 
two countries. A petition to the Do- 
minion government has been drawn up. 
anil it reads as follows : 

We, tin' undersigned citizens or Can- 
ada, rejoicing in the manifold blessings 
that have come to us through a cell- I 
tury of unbroken peace, anil, believing 
that a suitable commemoration of Ibis 
unique event in the world's history is 
opportune, and calculated to produce 
lasting good, respectfully petition the 
government of Canada, either alone or 
jointly with that of the United States, 
as may be deemed expedient, to ar- 
range for a national or international 
commemoration of an event of such 
world-wide- significance whereby the 
whole people may have the opportunity 
of participating in a public expression 
of thanksgiving to tho Giver of all good 
for the blessings that have flowed to 
them from a century of peace. Such 
public commemoration of the happy 
conditions that have thus prevailed 
between Canada and the United States, 
with the resultant benefits to the two 
countries, will, it is hoped, also serve 
as an object lesson to the world as to 
the influence of peace upon human 
progress, and accelerate the arrival of 
the time when international differences 
may be settled, not by the arbitrament 
of tlie sword, but by appeals to inter- 
national courts of Justice. 

These sentiments will undoubtedly 
be universally endorsed, and the only 
difference of opinion likely to arise is 
as to the manner in which the sug- 
gestion can be carried into effect. The 
proposed Selkirk Centennial in 1 1 
would to some extent Interfere with an 
exhibition in 1914, although not neces- 
sarily so. The Springfield Republic 
thinks the most appropriate celebra- 
tion would be the signing of a treaty 
making perpetual the agreement limit- 
ing the naval armament on the Great 
Lakes. The occasion does not seem to 
lie one to be commemorated by an ex- 
hibition.

TOO VALUABLE FOR WHEAT 

Sir Thomas Shaughnessy is quoted 
as saying that the irrigated la. ids in 
the prairie region are too valuable for 
wheat. This calls for a little explana- 
tion, for some might ask why anj 
land should be worth too nun h for the 
production of this grain, and. if it Is, 
what use can be marie of it. A few 
weeks ago we published a statement 
made by Mr. P. Burns to the effect 
that the day of the ureal cattle ranges 
was passing away, ami that farmers 
would have to take into consideration 
the advisability of carrying on mixed 
farming, keeping a small number of 
cattle for beef purposes. These two 
statements seem to tit into each other 
admirably. The relatively small area 
of the Irrigated farms, while they will 
yiold wheat luxuriantly, are Insuffi- 
cient to give their owners a good liv- 
ing, If sown to grain, whereas, if de- 
voted to alfalfa and other fodder crops 
tney can be made highly remunera- 
tive as dairy farms. We have not in 
Western Canada begun to look upon 
farming from the strict business point 
of view. Fruit-growers are rapidly 
learning to do so with excellent results' 
but, generally speaking, men, who till 
the soil for a living, do not work the 
question out from a business point of 
view. In countries where farms of 
moderate size are the rule, it is ax- 
iomatic to say that dairying is the 
foundation of successful agriculture 
By Its prosecution the products of the 
soil are marketted In their perfected 
form, and in the smallest possible 
liulk, thereby securing the highest 
price and reducing the cost of.trann- 



HOW FAR NORTH? 

How far north docs Canada extend? 
To appreciate this question fully it is 
necessary to look at the map, but a 
few ideas regarding it may be given 
with one. Necessarily the east and 
west boundaries of the Dominion must 
converge as they extend north, and if 
they reach to the Pole must come to- 
gether In a point. This is obvious 
when we hvik at the boundary between 
the Vukon Territory and Alaska. This 
is the 141st meridian W. Now It will 
hardly be claimed that after this me- 
ridian passes into the Arctic Ocean, 
Canadian territory extends west of il, 
unless there happens to be an Arctic 
continent, as Captain Mikklesen be- 
lieves, a part of which lies east of that 
longitude 141. In that event, as the 
part east of the meridian would un- 
doubtedly be Canadian, the part west 
of it might also lie so regarded, al- 
though it would be north or Alaska, 
because Alaska is specifically dc- 
I lined as extending only to the ocean. 

No question has ever been raised as 
I to Canadian jurisdiction over tin- great 
archipelago between Baffin's Bay on 
the east and Beaufort Sea on the west. 
Mow far north tht.s land goes is an 
open question. The latest maps show- 
all discovered area west of Green- 
land as Canadian, but the map makers 
can hardly be regarded as competent 
to settle a matter of this kind. We 
quote on the question of territorial Ju- 
risdiction the following from the Mon- 
treal Gazette: 

In Bouchette's "British Dominions in 
Northern America," much thought is 
flevoted to the subject, of boundaries, 
as to which the author was In his day 
an expert. Alter weighing every point 
touching the disputed boundaries of 
the regions of British North America, 
i ',i|, Bouebette writes: "tin tile parallel 
of the 49th deg, of north latitude, their 
extreme breadth is about 3,066 geo- 
graphical miles; and their greatest 
depth, from the most southern point of

A German paper printed in Winni- 
peg thinks that Lord Charles Beres- 
ford and Lord Northcliffe were "sent" 
to Canada to stir up the people to con- 
sent to the construction of a much 
stronger fleet than is really needed for 
Canadian defence. The suggestion is 
too absurd for serious consideration. 
Nothing that either of these disting- 
uished visitors has said justifies such 
a construction, apart altogether from 
the unreasonableness of the sugges- 
tion that they were sent by anyone. 
Lord Northcliffe did speak very strong" 
ly on one or two occasions of the 
German menace to British naval su- 
premacy, but be said nothing more than 
has been saitl over and over again by 
persons much better qualified to speak 
on such matters than he.

VVe observe the following paragraph 
in the Ottawa Free Press in an account 
of the visit of Sir Charles Rivers- 
Wilson and Mr. C, M . Hays, of the 
Grand Trunk B.icllio, to the capitals. 
"It can be definitely promised that no 
action will In- taken by the government 
as to the use of Asiatic labor on the 
mountain Bection until there is a full 
meeting of the cabinet and that It is 
highly improbable that any such per- 
mission will be granted.

as Messrs. C. K. Suyer, C. W. Mlchen- 
er, A. X. Allan, C. W. Wilcox, and J. M. 
Graham, had aided the society materi- 
ally In its endeavor to advance. The 
past year had been one of signal suc- 
cess along ordinary association lines of 
Influence. The directors had sustained 
lour paid officers this year, viz.: a gen- 
eral secretary, physical director, boy's 
secretary, and an efficient caretaker. 
The policy of the board would be to 
conduct a full and effective winter pro- 
gramme and close the present work in 
the spring, to reopen In the fall in tho 
association's new building. 

In conclusion, the president, on be- 
half of himself and the officers of the 
year, took the opportunity to thank 
their many friends for their active co- 
operation. 

The following reports were presented 
by the different heads of the depart- 
ments, giving an account of the work 



done, and were adopted without dis- 
cussion: - ' 

Dr. Russell, chairman of tho mem- 
bership department; presented to the 
gathering a few ligures dealing with 
the progress, of the association work. 
Tho figured given showed a member- 
ship of llifi boys and 253, men, making a 
total of 41S, a decrease of S~> since the 
beginning of the year, which decrease 
was accounted for by the visual lapse 
of membership found In the summer 
months. The hope was expressed, 
however, that this would be recovered 
when the winter session opens on Oc- 
tober 1st, and that the membership 
would be well over the 500 mark. The 
report showed that of the membership 
217 were active and 201 associate, or 
52 per cent were active as church 
members.

SCION OF RUSSIAN 

ROYALTY IS CHARMED 

On Saturday last Victoria was hon- 
ored by the presence, for a few hours, 
of a distinguished party of Russians, 
composed of Prince George Lvoff, Ti- 
hon Polner and !•'. van Kess«d Rey- 
nard, secretary of the Imperial Rus- 
sian Consulato at Montreal. Prince 
Lvoff is president of the United Rus- 
sian Zemstovs, of which body .Mr. 
Polner is secretary. On his arrival 
here the Prince was welcomed by R. 
M. Rainier, Deputy Minister of Agri- 
culture, and Frank 1 Clarke, Secre- 
tary of the Bureau of Provincial In- 
formation. The party visited the Par- 
liament Buildings, where the Prince 
stated that he was marvelously Im- 
presed with the vast resources of 
Canada, its system of government and 
its unbounded future. Everywhere 
they had gone they had been courte- 
ously received and given just the In- 
formation needed. Conditions in Si- 
beria, a \ ll'gill land, are not unlike, 
those prevailing 111 the western prov- 
inces of Canada, hi' said. I'nfortun- 
ately the Russian authorities did not 
have the experience of the organiza- 
tion adapted to grapple with tie- enor- 
mous proble f locating the Czar's

"I shall ho delighted to report that 
those people have prosperd amazing- 
ly In Canada," said the prince In re- 
ferring to the former subjects of the

will write a pamphlet giving (lie re- 
sults of his observations In Canada, it 
■will he widely distributed the sub- 
ject matter being Intended to old 
Russians who have settled In or pur- 
pose migrating to Siberia, Canada's

Hydrographic Office Reports That 
Lightkeeper Was Absent to Take 
Wife's Body to Ketchikan

kan waters and noted that the light 
was not burning, Captain Jansen little 
thought when he reported the absence 
of the light to the hydrographic olllce 
that it was because a death had occur- 
red at the lighthouse. The hydro- 
graphic olllce reports: "With reference 
to the notice to mariners of Septem- 
ber 16th, in which Captain A. C. Jan- 
sen, of the steamer Cottage City re- 
ports that the Mary Island light was 
not burning cn the night of September 
6th. this oilico is Informed by the light- 
house Inspector that on the date men- 
tioned the keeper was absent on leave 
and that the wife of the assistant keep- 
er having died, he took the body in a 
row boat to Ketchikan, leaving the 
station without attendance bn tlvat 
date." 

Captain C. J. O'Brien, of the steam- 
er City of Seattle, reports that the light 
on Hog Rocks, Alaska, was not burn- 
ing at 2:47 a. .in on September 17th, 
1900.

When the skipper 
went to the Shipping office to see about 
his clearance he was told that he must 
sign on seven more men In order to 
bring his complement up to twenty- 
four, which is what his articles de- 
mand when the vessel Is going to sea. 
What Captain Llewellyn protests is 
that he Is asked to go to the expense of 
hiring seven more men when the ship 
is only going to tow to Seattle. The 
sails are not oven bent, and this In- 
terpretation of the. Merchant's Ship- 
ping act comes as a new one to ship- 
ping men.

VVollaston referred to the rela- 
tion of the wholesaler lo the retail 
trade. A recitation was then given 
by Mr. Rlckaby. 1'. VVollaston con- 
tributed a song, and V . Fame and J. 
Patterson spoke, to the toast of the 
retail grocery trade. Mr. McLean sang, 
and F. W. Rhodes, of Brackman - Kei . 
in a short address, said it was the 
aim of the company to make a lixed 
price for all the articles manufactured 
by them. This was the only way to 
make a fair profit for the dealer and 
protect the consumer, lie advised the 
grocers to treat the consumer right 
and give lair prices and success would 
follow. Amid applause, he advised the 
grocers to protect their home manu- 
factures. He looked for closer rela- 
tions between wholesalers and retail- 
ers. 

Mr. Popham followed, speaking of 
the enlargement of the plant of his 
company and its manufactures. The 
gathering dispersed about midnight, 
the majority of the mainland delegates 
leaving lor home by the steamer 
t 'harmer. 

Elect Officers 

Ttie convention came pi a close yes- 
terday afternoon. At the morning 
session officers were elected for the 
ensuing year, those .selected being as 
follows: President, Fred W. Welch, 
Vancouver; vice-president, E. J. Wall, 
Victoria; secretary for Vancouver Is- 
land, T. II. Putcher, Victoria; secre- 
tary for the Mainland, R. D. Denning, 
Vancouver; directors, H. o. Kirkharn 
and T. Redding. Victoria; V. McDow- 
ell, \V. Clark and \V. J. Andrews, Van- 
couver; legislative committee, Presi- 
dent F. W. Welsh, J. T. McDonald, 
Geo, lliilismi and T. H. Futchcr. 

There was considerable discussion 
on the question of snort weights in 
articles supplied from manufacturers 
in boxes and tins and it was suggest- 
ed that the government be approached 
to enforce full weight in such articles. 

The platform of the association is 
as follows: 

1. The education of all retailers and 
binding them together with intelligent 
knowledge for the purpose or upbuild- 
ing the retail grocery tratle and plac- 
ing It on a level where it belongs by 
eliminating waste, exchange of ideas, 
gaining confidence in each other, sup- 
port of food laws. preventing cut- 
throat business methods, bringing the 
wholesaler and retailer closer together 
etc. 

-. We recognize the jobber as a 
necessary factor between the manu- 
facturer and the retailer in the dis- 
tribution of gootls. and believe that 
when a manufacturer does sell to a 
retail distributor thai a higher price 
should be charged than to the Jobbing 
I rade. 

.'I. While recognizing the jobber as 
an intermediate factor. we believe 
that proper lines should he drawn 
clearly donning a wholesaler, ami w \ 
recognize as such those who distribute 
to the retail trade only, thereby leav- 
ing the consumption trade for the re- 
tail distributor. 

Who Are Retailers 
4. We recognize as retailers those 
wiio have regular established places 
of business, who distribute to the con- 
suming trade in either large or small 
quantities, and do not consume the 
goods on the premises. 

fi. We class as consumers all who 
consume the goods on the premises 
where they are purchased, also where 
goods are distributed aiming help 
without a purchase price being charg- 
ed, thereby plating all hotels, restau- 
rants, grading or mining camps, city, 
county, state or national governments 
in t he consuming class. 

il. Wo believe in closer relation be- 
tween the wholesaler and retailer, and 
ure opposed lo the formation "i buy- 
ing exchanges in those localities where 
the wholesalers confine themselves to 
the retail trade and support the manii- 
establish and maintain 
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Resolutions 

Among the resolutions road and 
adopted were: 

Resolved, that we condemn the prac- 
tice of all dishonest advertising and 
fake sales, and that we urge that a 
bill be prepared and Introduced In our 
Legislature prohibiting such methods 
In business. 

Resolved, that a uniform credit- 
rating system for the association of 
British Columbia Is desirable. 

Resolved, that the Hrltlsh Columbia 
Association of Retail Grocers urges 
upon ail manufacturers who market 
their goods under proprietary brands 
or trade-marks, the wisdom of the 
policy of establishing and maintain- 
ing by contract a minimum retail price 
at which their products shall lie sold 
to the consumer. 

Resolved, that we declare ourselves 
unalterably opposed to the practice of 
premium giving In any form, especi- 
ally the package of premiums in cer- 
eal packages and the coupon system 
of doing business employed by cereal 
manufacturers: that we call upon 
these manufacturers who are continu- 
ing this method to desist, and that we 
use all our Influence to discourage the 
continuance of such practice. 

Resolved, that we condemn the prac- 
tice of giving secret rebates and free 
deals, as we deam them to he inimical 
lo the best interests of the retail 
trade.

FROM FIJI ISLANDS 



Invertay Has a Thousand Tons and 
Other Australian Mail Liners 
Are Bringing Cargoes 

Tin- Australian .Mail line steamc s 
are bringing sugar cargo formerly 
brought to Vancouver by the Alley 
line vessels. The Invertay will carry 
1,000 tons of sugar from FIJI on the 
way over from Australia, to be de- 
livered to the British Columbia re- 
finery at Vancouver, and the Tymerlc, 
which follows the Invertav, will re- 
ceive a shipment twice as large. The 
Croydon, which was to have taken the 
November sailing on the Australian 
Mail line service, has been diverted 
from this route. She is now at Cal- 
cutta, and goes thence to the Cape of 
tioorl Hope, to Buenos Ayres, the West 
Coast, and thence to England.
